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New Addition To Residence Halls Provides Safety

Video-cameras were installed at the 
entrances to Ridgway and 
Carondelet Hall at the start of this 
school year, with a cost totaling 
almost $8, (XX). 

Carolyn Coon, Assistant Dean of 
Student Affairs, stated that the 
video-cameras were a response to 
several problems evident in the 
dormitories in the last few years. 

“It (the installation) was done for 
security reasons,” Coon said. “We 
had been having problems with 
people simply pulling open the 
security doors and roaming the halls. 
When I met with students, this topic 
was brought up.” 

However, Coon added that the 
cameras were only the first step in 
revision of the present residence 
hall security policy. 

“We now have people working at 



the entrances in the residence halls 
from 6:00-12:30 p.m.,” she said. 
“These people are there to make 
certain unwanted visitors are turned 
away from the dorms.”

However, several students have 
voiced their concerns about the 
installation of the cameras. 

“I didn’t think they were necessary 
at all,” said Rcba Jones, sophomore 
Pre-Med major. “It didn’t seem like 
we had a big enough security 



problem to merit constant 
surveillance,” Jones elaborated. “I 
now feel like Big Brother is 
watching me.” 

Coon empathizes with the students. 
She hopes to alleviate concerns 
about invasion of privacy. 

“The cameras are not meant as a 
means to simply monitor everyone’s 
activities,” she stated. “It’s simply 
meant as a safety measure to double- 
check who is in the building if 
anything is to go wrong.” 

Some students feel that the cameras 
are a result of a lack of trust within 
the dormitory life. 

“I remember a Residence Director 
telling me if I act like an adult, I will 
be treated like an adult,” an 
anonymous student said. “I don’t 
think being videotaped as we walk 
into the dorms is being treated as an 
adult.” 



Alcohol Survey Reveals Interesting Opinions 

Contradictory results from students relay undecided opinions

Third article in a

In the last issue of the 
Talon appeared an article 
comparing alcohol policies 
of Avila and Rockhurst 
College, which has fueled 
student opinion on the 
subject. 

The Talon decided to take a 
survey of students regarding 
their knowledge and 
thoughts about Avila’s 
alcohol policy. 

Even though the results of 
the survey were sporadic 
and contradictory, one 
conclusion stood out above 
the rest. 

Avila students believe that 
students in the residence 
halls of legal age should be 
able to consume alcohol on 
campus, but that the dry 
aspect of the policy should 
still apply to the underage 
students. 

This method is in existence 
at Rockhurst College, a 



Jesuit religion-based college 
with a larger population of 
students. Their alcohol 
policy works for them, but 
what is best for Avila, a 
private, smaller Catholic 
College? 

Carolyn Coon, Assistant 
Dean of Student Affairs 
says, “Most private colleges 
are dry campuses. 

Rockhurst may be an 
exception now, but it is 
wrong to compare us to 
them. Because a majority of 
our residence hall 

population is under 21, the 
dry policy is appropriate.” 

Junior English/Theater 
major Jason Welch agrees, 
“I do agree with the existing 
policy because it would be 
next to impossible to 
enforce if some students are 
allowed to drink and some 
are not.” 

Rockhurst has many 
different housing oppor- 
tunities that might allow 
more flexibility, but their 
guest policies in their 
residence halls are more 
strict then Avila’s. 

Coon added, “Avila may 
be a dry campus, but we’re 



not knocking on everyone’s 
door. If a student is acting 
irresponsibly, then it could 
be suspicious. If all students 
living on campus were as 
responsible as they claim to 
be about alcohol, then we 
would never hear or see the 
problems resulting from the 
alcohol abuse.” 

In fact, 76 percent of the 
students surveyed who think 
the Avila policy is unfair 
were under the age of 21, 
yet also stated that they felt 
there should be a policy. 

One senior student agreed 
with the alcohol policy 100 
percent, but then proceeded 
to degrade it in writing, “We 
are adults and know better 
to follow the rules, 
especially those under 21.” 

Another senior student 
agreed with the policy by 
saying “Alcohol is an 
intoxicant that is too easily 
abused and younger students 
need to recognize the danger 
it poses.” 

When prospective students 
tour the residence halls, 
they are made aware of the 
policy. 

Resident Director and 



Student Activities Director 
Jim Branson reminisces, “I 
have had only one 
experience in directing a 
hall that allowed alcohol to 
students of age and the 
policy was still very 
abused.” 

Freshmen Melissa 
Mahoney has an idea. 

“Whatever policy the 
school decides to 
administer, they should be 
prepared to enforce their 
own policies and the 
students should be expected 
to follow them.” 

Branson made it very clear 
that Avila is not in the ‘dark 
ages.’ “The growing trend 
among private institutions in 
the last 15 years is alcohol 
free. Most private colleges 
have an alcohol policy 
similar to ours." 

One junior student 
surveyed replied, “I think 
so many students have lost 
the meaning behind why 
we go to college. 
Whatever happened to 
getting an education? If beer 
was so important, why do 
they not offer Alcohol 101?”

Industrial Hygiene Graduate Fellowship Announced 
Looking for the opportunity to become a professional in a 
demanding profession? If so, the Industrial Hygiene Graduate 
Fellowship Program is for you. 

Sponsored by the U.S. Department of Energy (DOE), Office of 
Health, and the Industrial Hygiene Programs Division, the goal of 
the fellowship program is to increase the number of industrial 
hygienists at the master’s degree level. Other program goals 
include increasing the visibility of industrial hygiene as a career 
option and strengthening ties between DOE and the academic 
community.

1 asked if something else 
could be done for me if 
someone else was using the 
terminal, considering the 
fact that the work I needed 
to do was for a class. 

The answer to my question

The Kansas City Zoo 
introduced a 95 acre, $30 
million exhibit this past June, 
making it one of the top ten 
zoos in the country. 

Africa joins the various 
countries and continents 
represented at the zoo through 
its special animals, plant life 
and cultural interpretivcs. What 
makes the African exhibit so 
revolutionary is the humaneness 



areas replicating an animal's 
natural habitat without bars and 
cages allow an animal to act 
like an animal, not a trapped, 
out of place creature.
